It was on a summer afternoon In 
the year 1902 when a small group of 
San Rafael women met to form a 
society to beautify and Improve the 
town. Among the organizers' were 
Mesdames Vincent Neale, William 
Babcock, John Boyd, George Pin- 
ckard, Frank Madison, T h o m a s 
Wintringham, L. A. Lancel, A. W. 
Foster and E. G. Stetson. 
Mrs. Robert H. Menzies recalls the 
first meeting she attended which 
was in July 1904 at the old Gordon 
Opera House. 
Main objective of the club at that 
time was to control the mosquitoes, 
which infested the community, and 
to plant shade trees along the hot 
dusty roads. The members carried 
out this program splendidly. The 
work cost several thousand dollars 
a year. The money came, from mem­ 
bership dues and from entertain­ 
ments. The women spent more than 
¡110,000 in mosquito control before 
the Mosquito Abatement District 
was formed to carry on the work. It 
because of the pioneer work of 
those public spirited women, too, 
hat San Rafael streets have been 
beautified by trees. The chib also 
carried out road improvements. 
During the years the club has en­ 
couraged every worthwhile project 
in San Rafael and continued its 
civic program. 
Today the San Rafael Improve 


ment club has 240 members and, in 
addition to ita civic a c t i v i t i e s , 
carries on a year-round aeries of 
cultural programs. The attractive 
clubhouse at Fifth and H streets 
was moved to the present site from 


San Francisco after the close of the 
Panama Pacific Exposition in 1915. 
The building had been the Victrola 
company’* at thhe exposition. The 
clubhouse was recently remodeled 
and redecorated.

We haven’t the figure* handy, 
but we’ve a well defined impression 
that cherry pie Is right up there 
high among the masculine favor­ 
ites; perhaps even next to apple 
pie. So let’s please Papa with a 
cherry pie in. 'perfect pastry. 
Just a mixing bowl and a fork; 
no special skill, no muss; not even 
extra flour to be gathered up, be­ 
cause you just roll this out between 
squares of waxed paper. Perhaps 
the magic trick is in using liquid 
shortening; the refined com oil you 
have on hand for salad dressing 
and for cooking. 
2 cups sifted all-purpose flour 
I teaspoon salt 
% cup refined com (salad) oil 
% cup plus 1 tablespoon ice 
TOter 
Recipe uses exact measurements 
and all measurements are level^ 
Sift together' flour1 and salt. 'Com­ 
bine the oil and the ice water and 
beat with fork until thickened, and 
creamy. To avoid separation, im­ 
mediately pour liquid, all at once, 
over surface of flour mixture. Toss 
and mix with fork. Dough will be 
moist. Form into two balls. 
Before rolling, shape each half 
with hands into a flat round, 
making top and edges smooth. Roll 


, dough between 2 squares of wax 
paper. No extra flour. Remove top 
sheet, invert over pan; peel off 
papar, Fit pastry into pan.

EDITORIAL COMMENT 
Huge Welfare' Costs Cry 
For Public Examination 


Eirlier this week t legislative committee 
heard testimony to the effect that one family 
"on relief* from the Santa Clara county welfare 
department was receiving the astounding total 
of |350 per month in public charity. 
Things were so tough for these reliefers, the 
legislators were told, that the family could af­ 
ford only two television sets, valued at about 


$ 1,000. 
The essence of the testimony was that prac­ 
tices of the welfare department encourage 
people to remain on relief and discourage them 
from trying to become self-supporting again, 
all at tremendous cost to the taxpayers. 
Here in Marin during the current fiscal year 
the cost of “welfare” is far and away the largest 
item in our county budget. According to bud­ 
get figures published by the county on Jan. 
31, the cost of “welfare” is $1,840,000, leaving 
onty $1,560,000 to pay for all other costs of 
running the county, except roads. 
The obvious question that comes to mind is: 
“Are we, here in Marin, doling out money to 
reliefers at the rate of $350 per month so they 
can keep up^the payments on $500 television 
sets?” 
And that’s the question, fellow citizens and 
taxpayers, that neither you nor we can answer 
first hand. 
Because in California there is a curtain of 
secrecy around “welfare” matters. 
Although we foot the bill for this staggering 
load, neither you or we can go into the county 
welfare office and find out who is getting how 
much, and for what. State and federal laws, 
believe it or not, prevent those of us who must 
pay the bill from knowing how the money is 
•pent 
, 
The old argument in favor of this “iron cur­ 
tain” is, of course, that it’s bad enough for a 
down-and-out person to have to accept charity 
without having the fact advertised from the 
roof-tops. Nobody will argue that point But 
whether the possible embarassment of a few 
transcends the right of the public to know is 
another question 
1 
We think the public right to know is para­ 
mount and that therefore it is regrettably 
necessary to subject a few people to possible 
embarassment so that this public right is not 
in fringed. 
After all, there most assuredly would be less 
skullduggery in government if there were fewer 
opportunities to conduct government business 
behind closed doors. 
Indiana and Illinois have laws which permit 
citizens with a proper interest to examine 
“welfare” records, and observers report that 
these laws discourage many people from seeking /

or remaining on relief when they should be 
seeking to become self-supporting again. 
Our legislature owes it to the people who 
foot the bill for “welfare” to pass a similar law * 
in California.

Brown tore the 
mask from present-day dangers that threaten 
to destroy American brotherhood and sounded 
some sound, practical warnings against the 
current threats of our free way of life. 
He declared that the increase of religious 
and racial bigotry in America is supplying Com­ 
munism with its Wrongest weapon against our 
nation when it is in actual peril. 
As recent examples of bigotry and intolerance 
he cited the desecration of churches and syna­ 
gogues in Florida, the burning of a Negro’s 
home in Santa Cruz, and other incidents of 
prejudice. . 
“These un-American tendencies,’^ he de­ 
clared, “are not good merchandise to display 
in our windows throughout our country, to 
those perplexed nations and people from whom 
we want respect for our democratic philosophy.

My theory is that people don’t 
usually make historic remarks at 
historie moments.

I know I 
was aboard the battleship Mis­ 
souri when the Japanese surrend­ 
er was signed. And the most his­ 
toric remark I recall overhearing 
was, “Quit shoving.**

Ten-to-one the most memorable 
observation at that moment wasn’t 
something like ‘The 
torch 
of

That’s the way history happens. 
The average guy is always con­ 
cerned with his own small prob­ 
lem at the big moments, not what 
they will mean to mankind. 
But 
you can't tell that to the movie 
producers. 


FREE SOCIETIES ARE those in 
which people do not have their 
lives planned and managed for 
them by the government. 
Free 
peoples have to do business with 
one another. They cannot safely 
do business with one another, they 
cannot be hired or hire, they can­ 
not buy or sell, they cannot spend 
or invest.—unless there is a money 
which all can believe in. 
A totalitarian state can carry 
on its totalitarian affairs, though 
even this only with perpetual vio­ 
lence, without real money. A to­ 
talitarian state can conduct the 
public business with nothing but 
a complicated system of official 
licenses, passes and tickets. 
But 
any society which is not run by 
an omnipotent central government, 
be It capitalist like our own, or 
co-operative, or even-feudal, must 
have reasonably sound money if 
it is to work at all. 
People will 
cease to trust one another if they 
cannot trust the money in which 
they do their business with one 
another. 


WITHOUT BEING TOO NEAT 
about it, we may say that. 1931 
was the year in which the balance 
of military power was being re­ 
dressed by American rearmament 
and 
the 
organization 
of 
the 
N.A.T.O. 
alliance. 
The 
process 
was, of course, not completed in 
1951. 
But it was decisively and 
•uccessfully begun and there is 
wide and cumulative evidence to 
support the view that open ortho­ 
dox military aggression through 
the front door has become much 
less probable than people feared 
it would be at this time. 
We may then say that 1953 is

These measures have to 
be taken in London, and from 
London with the great realms of 
the Commonwealth, particularly 
with Australia, India and Pakis­ 
tan.

OUR STAKE IN THE SUCCESS 
of these measures is enormous, and 
at the proper time, which might 
be twelve mdhths hence, we are 
bound to participate in guarantee­ 
ing their success. We are not ttyat 
far as yet, and no one in public 
life needs to make any speech or 
declaration t about what he will or 
what he will not do when the time 
comes, if it does come, to make 
sure that sterling which is again 
convertible Into dollars remains 
convertible into dollars. 
For the present we art entitled 
to fee! that though this Is the 
worst of the British financial crises 
since the war, the prospect is bet­ 
ter than it has been in any other 
that the British will deal with it 
deeply and successfully. There is 
good reason to think that the 
Churchill government is commit­ 
ted to stopping the internal Infla­ 
tion of money not only with taxes, 
restrictions, and austerity but by 
shutting down, as we did last 
year here in this country, upon the 
automatic 
inflation 
of 
money 
through the central banking sys­ 
tem. 
The commitment of the Chur­ 
chill government to do this is a 
hard one to carry out. It will call 
for a high order of statesmanship

Dividends that you received on 
your life insurance policies are not 
taxed.

Ex-Marin School Chief 


Under Fire In Placer 


ROSEVILLE (JP) — The Roseville 
school board met in closed session 
last night with Superintendent of 
Elementary Schools Alpheus W. Ray, 
whose contract the board has re­ 
fused to renew. 
Except for Ray’s statement after­ 
ward that the session consisted of 
•‘general discussions,” nobody would 
comment publicly on what happen­ 
ed.(Ray served as superintendent of 
Mill Valley school district from Jan­ 
uary 1926 to June 1930, then took 
on added duties as Sausalito super­ 
intendent until June 1932. From 
1932 until June 1943 he was super­ 
intendent at Sausalito only,) 
At the request of AFL Local 15, 
Railway Employees of Roseville, the 
California society, Sons of the 
American Revolution, made an In­ 
vestigation and reported that the 
trouble originated in Ray’s differ­ 
ences with a faction backing “pro­ 
gressive education.” 


The SAR report said that when 
Ray became superintendent in 1944 
“the schools were demoralized . . . 
there was no effective instruction 
. . . and tests showed that only 35 
per cent of grammar school grad­ 
uates In Roseville were ready for 
high school. 
“Progressive education brought a 
general breakdown of standards in 
Roseville. The people protested and 
elected a school board committee to 
clean up.” 
The report added thad within two 
years Ray’s administration had lilt­ 
ed educational standards to a high 
leveL 
Later, however, the makeup of 
the school board changed and, by 
a 3-2 vote last November, it was 
decided not to renew Ray’s contract 
(which expires June 30, 1952), 
Meanwhile, Ray is continuing in 
his capacity as superintendent 
pending expiration of his contract. 
The job pays $6,200 a year.

'Basic Needs' Of Human Life 
Told; 'Sensible' World Urged

“Every human being haa certain 
basic psychological needs,” Dr. 
Harry A. Overstreet said last night 
in the second of a series of lecture» 
he and Mrs. Overstreet are deliver­ 
ing at Park school, Mill Valley. 
Noting that many of Mill Valley’s 
Dhyslciana were in the filled audi­ 
torium, the well known psycholo­ 
gist said physical needs have been 
well-established and modern phy­ 
sicians agree that chronic unfulfiil- 
ment of basic psychological needs re­ 
sults in maladjustment. 
“But we are begining to establish 
a climate of psychological knowl­ 
edge,” he continued. He pointed out 
individuals can now see themselves 
not as problems, but as human be­ 
ings with characteristics similar to 
those already studied and explain­ 
ed by psychologists. * 
“Adults can look into the situ­ 
ations on which they live and not 
into themselves; they can look at 
the pattern of their relationships, 
not ‘cave-digging’ within themselves 
for the kink that makes them ‘dif­ 
ferent,* but being objective about 
their relationships with other peo­ 
ple,” Dr. Overstreet stated. He re­ 
marked that he would paraphrase 
Socrates by saying not “know thy­ 
self,” but “know thy relationships.” 
‘MINIMUM DIET* 
“A minimum diet of experience” 
was recommended by the speaker as 
necessary for healthy human rela­ 
tionships. They pointed out that 
each person needs to understand 
the work and interests of other hu­ 
man beings in other fields of en­ 
deavor in order to be a balanced 
individual. 
Every human being needs to feel 
that he is accepted, said Mrs. Over-

‘When they reject this 
need for privacy or disregard these 
rights, she said, a young person may 
build a wall between himself and 
other people. 
In adolesence, an Invasion of pri­ 
vacy may lead to neurosis, Mrs. 
Overstreet warned. She cited the 
case of an over-anxious mother who 
read the diary of her teen-age 
daughter. The girl reacted by shut­ 
ting herself completely away from 
her parents. 
“People need to be In a situation 
that makes sense,” the speakers 
agreed. They reminded their listen­ 
ers of the low morale in some parts 
of the armed services during the 
recent war, which resulted from In­ 
telligent meg being supervised by 
less competent individuals. 
“We must know what is expected 
of us,” Mrs. Overstreet said, show­ 
ing the frustrations inherent in the 
environment of a child whose par­ 
ents are erratic or capricious m their 
demands on him. 
•JUSTICE UNDER LAW*» 
“The great democratic principle 
of ‘justice under law* should operate 
in the home, at the office, in all hu­ 
man relationships,” Dr. Overstreet 
stated. It was this principle, he 
pointed out, which Hitler destroyed 
first and which is not operative to­ 
day in Russia. “Life is removed 
from sanity,” he continued, “when 
the individual’s situation is sense­ 
less."But the “east, drink and be 
merry” attitude of some individ­ 
uals toward the current world sit­ 
uation is not the answer, warned 
Mrs. Overstreet.” We must work 
toward making our world situ­ 
ation sensible.” 
An environment which encourages 
growth is essential for human hap­ 
piness, the Overstreets believe. They 
contrasted the isolation of the help­ 
less human infant with the fully 
rounded adult who has mastered 
skills and is conversant with the 
world about him. 
“We need to practice human rela­ 
tionships, said Dr. Overstreet. Aid­ 
ing that the child should learn the 
values of “followership, leadership, 
and equality.” 
“The environment must never be 
so rigid as to preclude the possibility 
of error,” said Mrs. Overstreet. Dr. 
Overstreet added that democracy 
permits people to learn by making 
mistakes and then rectifying them. 
SIZE OF LIFE 
“We need to sense the size of 
life,” said Mrsr Overstreet. “We 
should stretch the muscles of our 
minds and move beyond the limits 
of average experience.” Aperson 
can escape knowing the scope of 
the universe, she said, hy “fixating” 
his mind with dogma, be it political, 
religious, economic, or social. 
“These people know all the right 
answers, but they don’t know the 
right questions,” Dr. Overstreet 
added.

The Marta Housing authority has 
been authorized to pay both service 
charges and “in lieu” taxes for the 
proposed Sausalito-Marta City sani­ 
tary system. 
J. G. Melville, regional director of 
Federal Public Housing authority, 
informed sanitary board directors 
that the government would pay its 
share in a letter received this we«k. 
It was in response to a board re­ 
quest for permission to levy a $1 
per month per living unit service 
charge if voters approve a bond is­ 
sue for construction of the system 
at an election April 8, 


Bert Klahn, executive director of 
the Marta authority, said the service 
charge which will be paid by the 
authority and not added to indivi­ 
dual rents, will amount to about 
$1,600 per month for 1500 units to 
Marin City and 96 units in Marin 
dormitories.
